The Godhead Members

Text: “There are three that bare record 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost.” 1 John 5:7. 

Introduction: Since some seem to think 
that we believe in three Gods I would 
like to say that we do not teach that 
there are three Gods. We believe as the 
Bible teaches: “For there is ONE GOD, 
and ONE MEDIATOR between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus.” 1 Tim. 
2:5. The phrase “between God and men” 
signifies that they are separate persons. 
We believe that there is ONE GOD, 
that Jesus is the SON OF GOD, and the 
Holy Ghost the third person and the 
three persons make the Godhead. 


THE GODHEAD 

“For in himi dwelleth all the fulness of 
the Godhead bodily.” Col. 2:9. It is true 
that the Son of God is the only one of 
the three to have an earthly body and 
“It pleased the FATHER that in Him 
(Christ) should all fulness dwell.” Col. 
1:19. The Scriptures will prove beyond 
a doubt that they are three separate per- 
sons, as we will consider later; but at this 
time we will consider the “fulness” which 
His dispensational power refers to. 

“All power is given unto me in heav- 
en and earth.” Matt. 28:18. IS GIVEN! 
Yes, there was a Giver. How long must 
He receive this power? Until He has put 
all rule, power and authority down. Then 
what becomes of the power He received 
from the Father? “Then cometh the end 
when He shall have delivered UP the 
kingdom to GOD, EVEN THE FA- 
THER (His Father).” 1 Cor. 15:23, 24. 
At the end of the thousand years’ reign 
He will return this power to His Father 
and then the Father will conduct the 
white throne judgment scene; the dead 
stand before God. Rev. 20:11, 12. In the 
new city, the glory of God will lighten 
it, and the LAMB is the light thereof. 
Rev. 21:23. 

THREE ARE ONE 

How can three be ONE? I ask, How 
may a MAN and his WIFE being TWO 
be ONE? It is very simple to understand 
how the THREE are ONE by consider- 
ing the same meaning of man and wife. 
They are two separate persons as the 
three are, but one flesh. 

With God all things are possible but 
with men they aren’t. You will have to 
agree that man and wife are two persons; 
some would deny that if we could not see 
better. Yes, but Jesus said, “I and my 
Father are ONE.” Not only did He say 
that but He said that ALL of us that are 
sanctified are ONE. Heb. 2:11. And He 
prayed that we should be ONE as He and 
His Father are ONE, and that we should 
be ONE in Him and His Father, “That 


they also may be ONE IN US.” John 17: 
21, Se. 

How many can be ONE and yet be 
several separate persons? All that are 
sanctified are ONE, and thousands are 
sanctified. Read ‘‘So all the men of Israel 
were gathered against the city, knit to- 
gether as ONE MAN.” Judges 20:11. 
How many were they? Four hundred 
thousand. V. 17. If the four hundred 
thousand could be ONE why not 
THREE be ONE and be three persons? 
Yes, but the Father was in Christ making 
them ONE. 

Paul said that “Christ liveth in me.” 
Gal. 2:20. Did that make Paul Christ? 
No, neither did it make Christ the Father 
because they were with each other in the 
family tie. THOUSANDS can be ONE 
and be THOUSANDS, the THREE can 
be ONE and be THREE PERSONS as 
well. This is the Bible ONENESS. 


FATHER AND THE SON 

Many times in the Bible Christ is re- 
ferred to as the SON OF GOD,—came 
from God, sent from God, God gave His 
Son, and “came not to do my will but the 
will of Him that sent me, I must be 
about my Father’s business,” not my 
business but the Father’s. “Their angels 
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do always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven.” Matt. 18:10. 
“Touch me NOT, I am not YET AS- 
CENDED (to go up, rise, from an in- 
ferior to superior) te MY FATHER, but 
go tell my brethren, and say unto them, 
I ascend unto my Father and to your 
Father, and to my God and your God.” 
John 20:17. Touch me NOT, but later 
He said, FEEL of ME, see that a spirit 
hath not flesh and bones. 

Consider the following questions: 
“Who do men say I am?” Some one thing’ 
and some another. “But whom say ye 
that I am?” Peter answered, “Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the living God,” 
Matt. 16:13-16. Flesh and blood did not 
reveal this (Christ had flesh and blood) 
but My Father WHICH IS IN HEAV- 
EN. “I will confess his name before my 
Father, and before His holy angels.” Rev. 
L} 3 

How may one confess before himself? 
If He was the Father how was it that He 
sat down at the right hand of God? Heb. 
12:2. “And Stephen looked up and saw 
Jesus standing at the right hand of God,” 
Acts 7:56. 

Read of the book in the hand of God 
in Rev. 5. Who took the book from His 
hand? The Lamb of God, Jesus Christ 
His Son. Jesus said,.‘‘and am sat down 
with my Father in his throne.” Rev. 3: 
21. Whose throne? How may one sit 
down with himself? and upon another’s

The Tribulation Week 


For then shall be great tribulation, 
such as was not since the beginning of 
the world to this time, no, nor ever shall 
be,”’ Matt. 24:21. 


This verse refers to the time when the 
man of sin will come on the scene and 
begin his work. In previous editorials I 
have written on the judgments, the com- 
ing of Jesus, the rapture, and the man of 
sin, and I have definitely stated that not 
a seal has been or will be broken until 
the tribulation week begins. We have also 
made it plain that the first three years 
and a half of this tribulation week will 
be a time of deception and the reestablish- 
ing of commerce and setting the world 
on a paying basis. 

From the breaking of the first seal to 
the breaking of the second seal will be 
approximately three and a half years. 
Many think that Antichrist or the man of 
sin will be some king or dictator that 
now exists. We admit that Mussolini and 
Hitler have the earmarks of Antichrist 
but we do not think that either of them 
will be Antichrist. 

Dan. 11:7, 8, we are sure, refer to 
this awful person. “And when they shall 
have finished their testimony, the beast 
that ascendeth out of the bottomless pit 
shall make war against them, and shall 
overcome them, and kill them. And their 
dead bodies shall lie in the streets of the 
great city, which spiritually is called 


Sodom and Egypt, where also our Lord 


was crucified.” These verses are in con- 
nection with the work of the two proph- 
ets. They appear on the scene about the 
middle of the week and begin their tes- 
timony. Antichrist proceeds to try to 
slay them but he cannot do it until after 
they have finished their testimony. Of 
course there is nothing left for them to 
stay on earth for and they are ready to 
die and return to their Lord, and God al- 
lows Antichrist to have them slain. 


“The beast that thou sawest was, and 
is not; and shall ascend out of the bot- 
tomless pit, and go into perdition: and 
they that dwell on the earth shall wonder, 
whose names were not written in the 
book of life from the foundation of the 
world, when they behold the beast that 
was, and is not, and yet is,” Rev. 17:8. 


We are sure that the scriptures given 
prove that the man of sin once lived and 
died. We believe that the Scriptures bear 
out the thought that this man of sin was 
once a tyrant and opposed God and His 
people. He was and is not and shall ascend 
out of the bottomless pit. Now some try 
to spiritualize these scriptures and say 
that he will come out from among the 
people, but we believe this man of sin 
will appear on the earth full grown and 
will appear at a time when the nations 
are longing for a superman to readjust af- 
fairs and bring prosperity back to the 
earth again. This is one of the methods 
he will use to deceive the people. He will 
not have any appearance of the awful 
personage that he is until he gets every- 
thing in his hands. He will obtain his 
kingdom by flattery and by fair speech 
will deceive many. 

The conditions that are existing today 
in the world are leading right up to this 
time of the man of sin. It is called the 
great tribulation. It is the period of un- 
exampled trouble predicted in Psa. 2:5; 
Rev. 7:14. “Then shall he speak unto 
them in his wrath, and vex them in his 
sore displeasure.” “And I said unto him, 
Sir, thou knowest.' And he said to me, 
These are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their robes 
and made them white in the blood of the 
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Lamb.” This 14th verse of Revelation 7 
refers to the tribulation saints. They are 
the ones who have been left after the rap- 
ture and have taken a stand for God and 
truth, and they are now standing around 
the throne of God and proclaiming praise 
and adoration for His power to give 
them victory. They know what it is to 
overcome for they have suffered many 
things. 

This is also spoken of as the timé of 
Jacob’s trouble. Jer. 30:7. It involves the 
Jews that have returned to Jerusalem in 
unbelief or at least they returned under 
their old laws and ceremonies, believing 
only in God, but they have accepted 
Antichrist or the man of sin as their 
Messiah and have been deceived by him. 
Dan. 9:27. 

At the time this awful personage will 
appear, the whole country will be in con- 
fusion. It seems that there never has been 
a time that this world and the conditions 
fit so perfectly into prophecy as now. I 
have just read in the daily paper the con- 
fusion in Palestine and the intention of 
England turning Palestine over to the 
control of the Turks. Several have been 
killed and many wounded. Five thousand 
young Jews in one company have signed 
up to fight to the bitter end. The confus- 
ion among the nations of Europe is a 
sign of the near coming of Jesus, and 
when He comes and takes His people 
away then the man of sin will take 
charge of the world and will make the 
Jews think he is their Christ and they 
will sign a covenant with him for one 
week.

The nations of earth must come un- 
der the control of this man and he alone 
will be able to give Palestine to the Jews. 
The whole world will wander after this 
man because of his apparent fairness and 
his power to deceive. He will cancel the 
debt of every nation and take over their 
money mints and other governmental 
projects and will cause craft to prosper 
in his hands. Dan. 28: 23-25. 

It is sad to think that after all the suf- 
fering and persecutions of the Jews in 
the entire world, and all their prayers for 
God to send them a deliverer, that they 
will again be deceived, but this is ali in 
their bitter cup of suffering and they 
will finish the calamity poured out upon 
them for the rejection of Christ. When 
this terrible person, Antichrist, convinces 
them thoroughly that he is not their 
Christ, by his cruel hand and the ungod- 
ly way in which he will demand the 
world to worship him, they will then 
turn to God and accept Christ as their 
Messiah, and thousands of them will give 
their lives.

It is called the great tribulation. The 
Jews will be gathered back to their native 
land. Antichrist will reign over the earth 
during this period. It will be a time of the 
most terrible wars, famines, diseases, ca- 
lamities, earthquakes, etc., that the world 
has ever seen. Hundreds of millions of 
people will be killed, die from famines, 
and various causes in a very few years. 
This period is supposed to continue for 
about seven years. Matt. 24:21, 22; Luke

He succeeds in gathering an army 
which he brings against Christ and His 
hosts, but fire from heaven falls upon 
them and they are destroyed and Satan is 
cast into the lake of fire.

8. Immediately following this, all the 
wicked dead are raised and appear before 
the great white throne, are judged and 
cast into the lake of fire. This is the 
doom awaiting all who are finally impeni- 
tent. Rev. 20:11-15. 

9. After the great white throne judg- 
ment, the new heavens and the new earth 
appear. This is the eternal abode of the 
saints. At this point the eternal, perfect 
state begins, no more sin, sickness, pain, 
or death while eternal ages roll on. 


The Haystack Prayer Meeting 


We believe the following story will be 
of interest to our readers, especially if 
you are interested in foreign missions, 
and you are if you are a Christlike Chris- 
tian. 

When in the summer of 1806 a thun- 
der shower drove to the shelter of a hay- 
stack five young men in a certain eastern 
state, nothing was more improbable than 
that anything they could do or say 
should have echoes heard around the 
world. They had been talking of the 
spiritual darkness of so large a portion of 
the world and had been debating the 
bearing of Christ’s last command on 
their own lives. As they’ waited for the 
shower to end, Samuel J. Mills proposed 
that they devote themselves to sending 
the gospel to the heathen. In response to 
the objections of his comrades, that this 
was too great an enterprise for them to 
undertake, he said, in words which will 
never die, ‘We can do it if we will.” 
Then they knelt down and prayed and, 
the shower being over, went quietly 
home. The people whom they passed were 
unaware that a crisis hour in the history 
of the world had come. 

The task to which they had devoted 
themselves seemed impossible. Not a de- 
nomination in the United States had an 
organized missionary society. The views 
of the majority of Christians were op- 
posed to such an enterprise. Money was 
not abundant. There were few avenues 
of publicity, and most of the heathen 
world was tight-locked against the gos- 
pel. But God could use these men, and 
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He did. They formed a brotherhood 
which met regularly to pray for the con- 
version of the heathen world. Later, three 
other young men joined this group of 
five. Out of that little group God chose 
those who should be the pioneers of a 
world enterprise. Their prayers and their 
faith led directly to the organization of 
the two oldest foreign mission societies 
in the United States. Indirectly their lit- 
tle rill of prayer and faith became the 
mighty river of foreign missions in which 
their country was to bear the leading part 
in all the world. 

Is it not true that in the beginning 
prayer was the mighty force that gave 
impetus to the world evangelism more? 
Jesus had said, “Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest,” Matt. 
9:38. When that Holy Ghost baptized 
force started out to evangelize the world 
it was to the sound of victorious prayer 
and praying that they marched forward. 

The foreign mission call of today is a 
call to prayer,—prayer that will move 
the whole Church to feel and care for the 
lost world, prayer that will move some- 
one to go and all to give. 


Prayer a Mighty Force 


Prayer is as truly a real living force in 
the world as any of the great forces of 
the universe. 

Someone has said that “prayer is the 
mightiest force in the universe.” 

Men depreciate prayer — its powers 
and possibilities—because of their ignor- 
ance of its nature and laws. It is our 
privilege to know the value and import 
of prayer. When we do we may pray as 
did Moses, Samuel, Elijah, Daniel, and 
even Christ Himself, and all the-saints in 
their degree. We should know how to 
“abide in Christ,” ask “‘according to His 
will” and receive.

Yet they said com- 
merce must go on for business and espe- 
cially for principles. Men have always 
freely given their lives; men have died 
in the flamés, in the waters, in the mines, 
in almost every way, trying to rescue 
others.

Just think of our own hero, Brother 
Edmond Stark, who braved the _ briny 
deep with his faithful, loving companion 
to the dark continent of Africa, pushed 
on into the far interior away from civili- 
zation to rescue some poor lost souls, but 
he fell with that old native fever which 
kills 60% of the natives. Yes, he felt that 
burning inward urge insomuch that he 
said as he left fair America, “Africa is 
my home, I’ll never be homesick,” and 
I understand Sister Pearl says he was nev- 
er homesick. Glory to God for such faith- 
ful lovers of the truth! Also, I thank God 
for this something that grips our souls 
and makes the things of this world look 
little and worthless, and puts within us 
that determination to see the cause of 
Christ carried on regardless of the oppo- 
sition, hindrances, and shortcomings. 

Is there any part of the Church’s pro- 
gram we could leave off? Could we leave 
off caring for the aged ministers? Is it 
right to let these precious old veterans of 
the cross, after having spent their lives 
in the gospel work, who pushed on sick 
or well with no tithing system to help 
meet the needed finances,—I say, is it 
right to let them suffer? I know I hear 
you say, “No, a thousand times no.” Just 
the little 10c a year. Surely not, we must 
be 100% there, that is so little. 

Then, can we leave off the providing 
of funds for our widows of deceased 
ministers? No, for the same _ reasons 
above. These faithful women, though not 
the ministers, had to share their burdens, 
hardships, and heartaches, and now sure- 
ly need our support, and shall receive it. 
Thank the Lord! (Incidentally this fund 
comes exclusively from the tithe of tithes 
—no solicitation from the Church at 
large. ) 

Can we leave off the orphanage? Is it 
right not to visit these little motherless 
and fatherless children properly? (James 
1:27.) They need a home. They want 
someone to love them, they need atten- 
tion, they must have our help. Now that 
we have been keeping them so many 
years, they all, of course, are now our 
own little children. I imagine I hear you 
say, No, we MUST keep our orphanage 
to complete our pure religion program. 
We don’t want them starved or stinted 
either, in fact, we mean to and will stand 
by them 100%. 

Again, do you think we could stop 
our missions? Call those God-called, God- 
anointed missionaries home and tell them 
our brethren in the past have made a 
mistake, we don’t feel God is pleased to 
have missions? To do this we would force 
ourselves to take the position that Jesus 
never commarided: it, the WORD ' doesn’t 


support it, the Holy Ghost has closed the 
doors from the poor, unfortunate fellow 
creatures elsewhere. In fact, if we close 
our mission activities we must quit all 
efforts to gain other souls here in the 
homeland, for that is still missions 
(“mitto,”. Latin word meaning “to 
send”) so we would be forced to stop. 
Now, I know I hear you say, We can’t do 
that. We’d lose our own experience, for 
when Jesus saved me I felt that urge to 
tell others. I still feel it now. Praise God! 
Just think, for all of last year, counting 
all that we gave to missions, we gave on 
an average of each person only 53c and 
one mill for the whole year. In view of 
the great work our missionaries are do- 
ing, can you suggest that we cut 25%, 
10%, or anything? NO! I hear you say- 
ing, NO! Brother, nothing short of our 
program 100% will in any way satisfy. 

Could the Church of God leave off the 
tithing system and stay in harmony with 
the Bible? Could it, in view of the great 
good that is being done, leave it off? Is 
there a substitute? No, we must keep this 
department going also. Is there any de- 
partment of our work that we could 
drop, or consistently just let drag along? 
Surely not. The ever-present urge is 
LET’S DO MORE IF POSSIBLE. Even 
what many call the impossible, someone 
will take it for a challenge and do that 
very thing. So many instances could be 
cited here, in fact, every outstanding in- 
vention in the 19th and 20th centuries is 
an example. 

But may I cite some glowing Church 
of God examples? I can’t mention them 
all. Look at Florida for years carrying 
on her noble work while the other states 
had not awakened to their strength. Now 
look at Georgia, that great church state 
coming on. Who would have’ ever 
dreamed Alabama would awake, rub her 
eyes, and say we can be one hundred per 
centers, too? Please consider Mississippi, 
the state with principally all country 
churches, how she has come right up 
100% with everything in every district. 
Look at good old Louisiana as she’ goes 
100%. Please stop, look at old North 
Carolina financially pulled up to second 
place in all the states—first place in the 
orphanage work—100% on everything 
seems so common there now. 

Now, take “time out” and view South 
Carolina. A few years ago an unnoticed, 
almost unheard of state, but now 100% 
has been their theme over radio, pulpit, 
streets, and homes. They have 100% for 
breakfast, dinner and supper until now 
they stand financially ahead of every 
state in the Union. They have by no

These visits were paid 
before the state convention and our 
hearts were made both glad and sad— 
glad for what they are doing and for the 
gains the Church has made; sad because 
of the scarcity of laborers and finance, 
for truly this is a needy field. Just think, 
Los Angeles county has approximately as 
many people as the entire state of Flori- 
da. Then think of the other large cities 
from the Old Mexico line to the Oregon 
border. All are awaiting some good, God- 
fearing, soul-loving ministers to come. 
The state convention convened March 
24-26 at Corona. It was among the best 
I have ever attended. The presence of the 
Holy Ghost was with us from the open- 
ing service to the last amen. Brother John 
E. Douglas, former overseer of California, 
said that he believed it to be the best. all- 
round state convention he had ever at- 
tended. Brother Benge, and other minis- 
ters and workers as well as laymen, 
seemed to be jubilant over its success. 
Visiting Christians and friends seemed to 
enjoy the meeting very much. Brother 
and Sister Joseph Terlizzi, ministers from

I 
would be willing to do my best to start 
a work out here by myself but it is not 
permitted that a lady be at the head of 
a work and therefore I could not do that. 
Anyway, I am sure the brethren will feel 
the same way, that it is a man’s job. If 
the brethren feel they can send out an- 
other couple or even two, I am ready to 
do my best to help in any way I can. No 
missionary work was ever started in any 
new, unevangelized field in a day’s time, 
nor was it ever started without it cost 
some one something. I am sure the Board 
realizes this. I feel sure they realized this 
before they ever considered sending us 
out here. We felt it keenly ourselves and 
counted the cost befote we said we would 
go. Though it is hard and has cost me my 
companion and pal still I am not sorry 
I said, “Yes, I will go,” to the Lord. I 
knew it would not be a bed of roses, but 
Jesus went before us-and what ~ more 
could we do but follow where He lead- 
eth? Edmond felt the same way right to 
the last.

Greetings in the worthy name of Jesus. 

The last circular letter which we have 
sent out was written by our son George 
for October and am sorry we have not 
another one ready yet. There is much to 
write of what the Lord is doing in our 
midst, praise His name. We held our an- 
nual convention in January and wish you 
might have been present to witness what 
the Lord did in answer to prayer. 

Waves of glory would sweep over the 
meeting, and one night especially was a 
time of great rejoicing in the Lord and 
I shall write briefly about this one night, 
hoping to give you more details of the 
meetings later. As the Word concerning 
the resurrection was being wonderfully

Moving On 


After leaving Panama we started for 
Guatemala, Central America. We had a 
safe landing in Guatemala City and from 
there we rode on a semi-bus to Totonica- 
pan where we were heartily received by 
Brother and Sister Furman. The same 
evening we went to a little mission in the 
country and enjoyed a good meeting. 

The people of Guatemala are nearly all 
Indians and speak Indian and Spanish. 
The country is very mountainous and 
very beautiful. Most of it lies from five 
to eight thousand feet above sea level. 

My visit to Guatemala reminded me 
much of our three or four years of mis- 
sion work among the Indians of the great 
Northwest in America. The women dress 
in very colorful garbs and the men dress 
differently in each tribe. : 

I find the Indians of Guatemala to be 
of a very humble class and very grate- 
ful for the efforts of the mission- 
aries. They love Brother and Sister Fur- 
man very much and are working loyally 
with them. 

They decorated their chapels in my 
honor and gave me a hearty welcome. 
The chapels are mostly dobe houses but 
neat and clean. They spread pine needles

throne? At the baptism of Jesus He came 
up out of the water, the Holy Ghost 
came down and a voice came from heav- 
en. How is it that they are one? How 
may one come up and down at the same 
time? and set upon his ownself at the 
same time? John said it abode upon 
Him. 

John saw the Holy Ghost in bodily 
shape like a dove while Christ was in the 
human body at the same time. Yet some 
will say, In Him is ALL the Godhead 
BODILY. How about this time? Christ 
in the water and the Holy Ghost in a 
BODILY SHAPE like unto a dove? This 
proves beyond a doubt that Jesus isn’t all 
in all. What a particular scene this would 
have been if Christ were God and the 
Holy Ghost, coming up and coming 
down and upon Himself, and coming 
from heaven above as a voice. Impossible, 
cannot be possible to do so. He was the 
Son of God, the Holy Ghost was a sepa- 
rate being in bodily shape as a dove while 
Jesus was embodied in human form, and 
the Father was speaking from heaven. 


SEPARATE MINDS 


Each, the Father, Son and the Holy 
Ghost, has separate vocabularies. ‘The 
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Father knows the mind of the Spirit 
(Holy Ghost).” This proves that the Fa- 


‘ther has a mind for He “knows” and the 


Holy Ghost has a mind and that mind 
makes Him a person. 

In Mark 13:32, “But of that day and © 
that hour knoweth no man, no not the 
angels which are in heaven, NEITHER 
THE SON, but the Father.” The Son 
doesn’t know but the Father does. [sn’t 
this proof that each has a mind and they 
are separate persons? 

Jesus told the mother of the sons of 
Zebedee, “It is not mine to give, but it 
shall be given them for whom it is pre- 
pared of my Father.” Matt. 20:20-23. 
Again we prove they are separate and 
have two minds. “The FATHER judgeth 
no man, but hath.committed all judg- 
ment unto the SON.” John 5:22. 


HIS PRAYER 

Get the keynote from His prayer in St. 
John 17. “These words spake Jesus and 
lifted up His eyes to heaven and said, 
Father, glorify thy Son, that thy Son al- 
so may glorify THEE.” V. I. 

If He was the Father why did He pray 
and lift His eyes up to heaven? “That 
they (His disciples) might know thee, 
the ONLY TRUE GOD, and _ Jesus 
Christ whom thou hath sent.” V. 3. “I 
have finished the work which THOU 
GAVEST ME TO DO.” V. 4. “Now, O 
Father, glorify thou me, with thine own 
self with the glory I had WITH THEE 
before the world was.” V. 5. 

How is it possible for a man to be with 
himself? “And have known surely that I 
came out from thee, and they believed 
that thou didest send me.” V. 8. Yes, 
they believed He came from the Father 
and was the SON of GOD. “And now I 
come to thee (in prayer).” V. 13. “That 
they all may be one, as Thou, Father, art 
in me, and I in thee, that THEY ALSO 
may be in us,” which makes the Bible 
oneness, but it did not make the disciples 
the Son and the Father, neither does it 
make the Father and the Son one person. 


DID PHILIP SEE GOD? 


Some like to quote verse 9 of John 
14. “He that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” I too, like it, but I accept the 
other verses also. 

He first pointed out to them, “Ye be- 
lieved in God, believe in me ALSO.” 
Yes, we also believe that thou art the 
SON of GOD. He pointed out to them 
of His Father’s house. Philip, when told 
of the Father’s house, desired to see the 
Father. V. 8. Then came the argument 
“Philip saw the Father.” Was He the 
Father? My answer is, NO. Read on, 
“I go UNTO MY FATHER.” V. 12. 

If He was the Father why did He say 
these words? How may one go unto him- 
self? Impossible! “I will pray the Fa- 
ther.” V. 16. Yes, to my Father. “He 
(the Father) shall give ye another (not 
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me) comforter (Holy Ghost) .” 

Was Christ the Holy Ghost? No and 
No! Did not He say, “I will come unto 
you”? Yes, but He also said that the 
world could not receive the Holy Ghost. 
Why? Because it seeth Him not. Yes, 
they saw Christ but not the Holy Ghost. 
Did the world see Christ? Yes, “Yet a lit- 
tle while and the WORLD SEETH ME 
NO MORE.” V. 19. Then He was not 
the Holy Ghost. 

How did Philip see the Father also? 
“Christ is the image (likeness) of the in- 
visible God.” Col. 1:15. “The brightness 
of His (Father’s) glory, and the express 
image of His person.” Heb. 1:3. Yes, 
God is a person, Christ was just like Him 
and when we see the Son we see the Fa- 
ther also because Christ is just like the 
Father, being His express likeness. 

It is a fact that Philip did not see 
God. “No man (not even Philip) hath 
seen God at any time.” 1 John 4:12. “If 
I say I love God and hate my brother, 
I am a liar. For he that loveth not his 
brother whom he hath seen, how can he 
love GOD WHOM HE HATH NOT 
SEEN?” 1 John 4:20. ‘No man hath seen 
God, at any time, the only begotten Son, 
which is in the bosom (form) of the Fa- 
ther, he hath declared Him.” John 1:18. 

Jesus declared the Father unto Philip 
being in the form or the express image 
of the Father, but no human has seen the 
Father. God has a form as Job declared, 
and is a person as Paul said, Moses saw 
His back parts, the clouds are the dust 
of His feet, His eyes are over the right- 
eous, etc. 

We are made after the image of the 
two. Let us make man after our likeness 
and our own image. Gen. 1:26. We are 
the offsprings of God. Acts 17:29. And 
bear the image of Adam who was the 
image of God. 1 Cor. 15:49. 


WAS THE HOLY GHOST JESUS? 
“Yes,” some will answer. But what 
does the Bible say? Do you believe the 
Holy Ghost is a person? Yes, the Bible 
says “He,” which denotes a person. 

What did Jesus say? “When HE is 
come, he shall testify of me.” John 15: 
26, 27. “And when HE is come, HE will 
reprove the world of sin because they be- 
lieve not on ME, of righteousness because 
I GO TO MY FATHER, and ye see me 
no more.” V. 7-10. 

No, Jesus isn’t the Holy Ghost. 
“Stephen, being FULL of the HOLY 
GHOST (yes, the Holy Ghost was in 
Stephen) looked up into the heaven and 
saw the glory of God and Jesus standing 
on the right hand of God.” Acts 7:56. 
The Holy Ghost in Philip, God in Heav- 
en and JESUS (not the Holy Ghost) was 
standing by Him. “And Jesus being 
FULL of the Holy Ghost.” Luke 4:1. 
Now do you contend that they are one 
person? How may one be full of him- 
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self? The Holy Ghost first came down 
and abode upon Jesus and now Jesus re- 
turns from the place where He was bap- 
tized FULL of the Holy Ghost. Are they 
the same? Impossible! 

Luke 1:15. “He shall be filled with 
the Holy Ghost even from his mother’s 
womb.” John was filled with the Holy 
Ghost while Jesus was yet to be born. 
How could they be the same? Even Eliz- 
abeth, the mother of John, was filled 
with the Holy Ghost. When? At _ the 
time Mary told her that Jesus was in her 
womb. Luke 1:41. Are they the same? 
Impossible! Jesus in Mary, John in Eliza- 
beth and full of the Holy Ghost arid his 
mother filled too. 


“And his father, Zacharias was 
FILLED WITH THE HOLY GHOST.” 
Luke 1:67. When? When John was eight 
days old. V. 69. Jesus’ birth yet six 
months off and John’s father received 
the Holy Ghost. If I believed that the 
Holy Ghost and Jesus were the same per- 
son, I would quit preaching the second 
coming of Christ. Some will testify, “I 
am filled with the Holy Ghost and am 
looking for Jesus to come soon.” Filled 
with the Holy Ghost and looking for Je- 
sus to come. You are deceived! If Jesus is 
the Holy Ghost, then the second coming 
of Christ took place at Pentecost, and 
the dead are risen and we are lost with- 
out God. Some say, “The Holy Ghost 
isn’t a name.” Why call Him by that 
name then? 


“His disciples said unto Him, Lo, now 
speakest thou plainly, and speakest no 
proverb. Now are we sure that thou 
knowest all things, and needest not that 
any man should ask thee: by this we be- 
lieve that THOU CAMEST FORTH 
FROM GOD; Jesus answered them, do 


ye now believe?” John 16:29-31.
